War Department Decides 
State Troops Get 


Little Benefit for the Hard-| 


ship Endured. 


TOPIC STIRS BOSTON 

Washington Declares That 
Officers Displayed Most 
Need of Instruction at Bay 
State Maneuvers. 


ERE is what the war department 

officials have decided relatiye to 

the recent Blue and Red army “war 
maneuvers” held near Boston. 

That the accrued benefit did not pay for 
the hardship endured by the men. 

That the officers showed the most need of 
inatroctien, 

That many of the deplorable conditions 
could have been overcome with proper at- 
tention. e 

That poor tood, U-fitting clothing and 
shoes and lack of transportation were due 
to the oversight of the men holding com- 
missions. ’ 

That a man cannot be taken from a desk 
and made inte a hardy soldier in five days. 

That too much attention is paid to dress 
parade detall and the manual of arms and 
too little to the care of the individual sol- 
dier under field conditions. | 

That some of the regular army officers 
during the recent maneuvers displayed a 
lack of detail in moving a large army in 
a supposedly hostile couatry. 

That, considering these things, it is un- 
wise to have the natienal guard and reg- 
ular ttoops unite in joint maneuvers in the 
future. 

News from Washington today that the 
United States war department has de- 
yided that there shall be no more ex- 
tensive war games in which the national 
yuard shall unite with the regular troops 
is a lively topic of discu-cion among the 
officers anu men of the Massachusetts 
regiments th.t took such a prominent 
part in the recent maneuvers between 
the Red and the Blue armies in the 
attack on, and the defense of Boston. 

It is understood by the despatch that 
the regular army shall, of course, con- 
tinue to haye its periodical maneuvers 
and the national guard shall have each 
vear the fleld practise that shall be laid’ 
out for it. But the great movements 
participated in by the regular and state 
troops, such as the battle of Boston, the 
operations at Manassas and at Pine Poin: 
shall be discontinued and state troops 
camp with regulars only once in two 
vears. ' 

The reason given is that the result ob- 
tained is not commensurate with the 
hardship undergone by the citizen sol- 
diers and that the same results could be 
secured through easier channels. * 

Harrowing complaints from the guards- 
men engaged in the Boston maneuvers 
allege bad food; no food at all for 24 
hours at a time, lack of transportation; 
ill fitting shoes and clothing unsuited to 
the weather. For these things the staff 
officers of the guard, it is declared here, 
were largely to blame. 


The general officers of the regular 
troops and of the national guard, who 
' jointly planned and participated in the 
Boston eampaign, insist that it was a 
great success. 

Not so the officials of the war depart- 
ment, who are now reckoning with the 
results. It is true that the militiamen 
got a taste of conditions as they may 
exist in actual warfare. But for the 
most part they returned to their homes a 
disheartened and discouraged set of men. 
That spirit is not calculated to further 
the plans of the army officers, who really 
desire to add to the numerical strength 
of the national guard and to bring it, up 
to the highest possible efficiency.

Was shown conclusively that men of se- 
dentury habit cannot be safely called 
into open field service without being 
gradually inured to its hardships, and 
that « week's encampment under wall 
tents in w carefully prepared camp does 
not sensibly fit the men for the hard- 
ships of a real field campaign. Nor can 
a drill once a week in a sheltered armory 
pluce the guardsman on a footing with 
the regular soldiers. 

The guardsman has still to learn how 
{uv take care of his condition, to pitch his 
vwn tent and cook his own meals, to find 
shelter in action, even at the expense of 
aptitude in marching movements and 
finesse in the manual of arms. 

These facts are realized by the regular 
army oflicers in Washington, and are now 
being discussed in the light of the Massa- 
chusetts eampaign, but after all, they 
ask, what can they do about it. Nothing 

“beyond reaching the decision already an- 
nounced to discontinue such joint maneu- 
vers. One of the progressive officers of 
the general staff puts it this way: 

“The real cure lies in the hands of the 
oflicers of the national guard. The war 
department can do little because of its 
limited authority over the miltia. As we 
now see it, that little would be confined 
to the careful instruction of the militia 
oflicers in what we regard as the best 
method of training their men. We can 
only advocate, for we have no power to 
force upon them any considerable changes 
in present methods of armory and en- 
campment work, If over-ambitious na- 
tional guard officers persist in trying to 
teach the private guardsman in a weekly 

«drill and vearly fortnight’s encampment,

7 CANNING TIME. 
The New Haven Evening Leader gives 
_ the following seasonable recipes: 
CANNED PEARS. 

Peel, halve, core and drop in cold acidu- 
lated water. When all are peeled, place 
in a preserving kettle and cover with a 
hot syrup made from three quarts of 
water and two pounds sugar, allowed 
to each eight pounds-fruit. When the 
fruit begins to boil, skim carefully, then 
add a little lemon juice or ginger “to 
flavor. Cook until the fruit is tender, 
then can. 

PRESERVED PEARS. 

In preserving pears, lemon peel and 
juice or ginger root are used to give 
needed zest and flavor. Bartlett pears 
are best for preserving. Select 30 med- 
jum-sized pears, peel, cut in halves and 
remove the cores. As fast as peeled, 
drop into a pan of cold water, to whieh 
the juice of a lemon has been added. 
This is done to keep the pears from turn. 
ing dark. Place a kettle with three 
pounds of sugar and three pints of 
water over the fire, boil three minutes, 
and then skim carefully. Add the juice 
of one lemon with its thin yellow rind 
cut in strips; aleo one ounce green ginger 
root well scraped and cut in slices. Drain 
the pears and put in the boiling syrup. 
Cook until a straw will pierce them eas- 
ily, then pack into glass jars. Boil the 
syrup a little longer, pour over the 
pears in the cans until overflowing, then 
seal, If you wish your preserves richer 
use four pounds of sugar and only a 
quart of water for the syrup; but the 
amount given is usually enough for ripe 
Bartlett pears. ‘The ginger may be 
omitted if desired. Pears of coarser tex- 
ture than the Bartletts may be boiled 
or steamed first until nearly tender, then 
the cooking finished in the syrup. 

PRESERVED PEACH JUICE. 

Cook skins and pulp as for jelly; 
strain, then add for each quart of juice 
half a pint of sugar. Boil the juice, 
skimming and boiling for 10 minutes.- 
Add the sugar, stir until dissolved and 
cook for 10 minutes longer, skimming 
again. Pour into hot sterilized jars or 
bottles, then set in a kettle of boiling 
water and cook 20 minutes longer. Add 
more juice to the bottles if the juice in 
them has boiled away, then seal. Peach 
syrup is made in the same way, only 
half as much sugar as fruit juice is used.

IS NOT TO AGT UPON 
GENTRAL BANK PLAN 


WASHINGTON—Although the mone- 
tary commission, which is composed of 
senators and congressmen with some out- 
side experts, has fully decided to recom- 
mend the establishment of a central 
bank, it is quite certain that there will 
be no’ attempt to secure legislation on 
this subject at the coming session of 
Congress. 

“It is even possible that nothing will 
be done in the matter during the entire 
life of the present Congress which will 
expire in March, 1911. The earliest 
time, according to some authorities, at 
which it would be possible to make an 
earnest effort to push through a bit 
for the establishment of the proposed 
bank will be in the first session of the 
Sixty-second Congress} 

Having decided upon the general out- 
line of the bank, which it desires to 
see established, as exclusively announced 
by the United: Press on Tuesday, the 
commission has yet to work out many of 
its details. 

Some of the obvious ones are as to 
whether state banks should be allowed 
to subscribe to the stock of the central 
bank on the same basis as the nationa! 
banks, and whether it would be advisable }. 
to allow the general public also to take 
stock to a limited amount.

Each article will be found 
not only highly instructive, as the 
subject is touched upon in its nat- 
ural divisions, i.e., the child, the 
teacher, the management, politics 
and property of the schools.

T has taken the American people a 
good many years to find out that the 
teacher is the school. A goodly. portion 
of the public has yet to make the dis- 
covery. It is possibly a survival from 
the earlier ages when might and muscle 
patronized brains and culture. Teaching 
‘is yet regarded by many as a genteel 
calling for women who must earn their 
living and by most ambitious young 
men as a way of sustaining life until 
one of the other professions can be at- 
tuined, 
The factory theory of education ob- 
tains to great extent among practical 
business men and taxpayers, who as- 
sume that a high salaried superintend- 
ent, fine buildings and elaborate equip- 
ment will negativé the results of paying 
starvation wages to the teachers and 
making them mere cogs in a machine, 
In industrial callings an executive in a 
well-organized business can make his 
force felt down to the remotest subor- 
dinate, but not so in teaching. Train- 
ing children has nothing of the routine 
or mechanical in it. Manufacturing 
deals wholly with material and physical. 
There is a soul element in education 
which is as far above the body as the 
cast from the west, and no small- 
souled, fearful teacher oppressed with 
a sense of limitation in any direction is 
able to rise to the possibilities confront.
